Four shells of unidentified origin landed on the 
Gatow airfleld — British_air station for Berlin. 
—during the night preceding the arrival at the 
airfield of the Secretary for War, Mr. F, J.

Only one of the shells exploded, and the matter is 
now under investigation - 


When the Scerctary of State 
for War ‘arrived at the Gatow 


alrfield tonight, his DCS taxied}, 


down the strip within a few 
fect of the five-foot-wide crater 
caused by the shell which. had 
exploded. He drove off without 
commenting on the red-fLlagyed 
crater 

Meanwhile, continuing to in- 
vestigate the explosion of the 
‘shell — Identified by fragments 
asa 12.2 centimetre (five Inch) 
type — the Britlsh authoritlea 
find it to be na type used by 
several of the Allied armies 
during the war. 

They confirmed that four 
shells came over, and thnt three 
fatled to explode. 

Lleut..General Slr Richard 
MeCreery, *“ Commander-in-Chief 
of the Britlsh Army of the 
Rhine, was not in the vicinity at 
the time, as was reported earlicr, 
although all Tuenday — heavy 
"VIP" traffic wan moving 
through the alrport, 

Throughout today, the airfield 
and Ita vicinity. wag scoured for
